MURDER OF THE CROCKETT FAMILY 


Pushing the Atlanta and Florida Railroad— 
Burglary Near Powder Springs-— 
Caught in a Gin, 
Re ee aE 


Over four hundred bales of cotton were re- 
‘ceived in Newnan last Saturday. 

There are 700 men at work on James’ divis- 
ion of the Atlanta and Florida railroad. 

The Campbell Bros., at Royston lost a saw 
mill, cotton gin and shingle mill, destroyed b 

re last week. The burning was ntal, 
the fire catching from shavings from the 
shingle mill. 

The little twelve-year-old girl of Gail Head, 
the well known colored drayman of Griftin, 
was bitten by a dog near the freight depot. 
The dog was reported to be mad, but that was 
likely a mistake. 

On last Saturday morning, the grist mill 
and gin, known as Daniel’s mill near Buena 
Vista, was burned. The loss being a new gin, 
five bales of cotton anda number of bushels 
of cotton seed. The origin of the fire is not 
known. ‘ 

Captain J. M. McAfee, of Cherokee, has re- 
cently lost some 25 or 30 head of his fine still- 
fed fattening hogs of cholera. He had, a few 
weeks ago, 125 head of as fine promising pork- 
ers as usually seen, but his recent losses are 
very materially lessening the number. 

Milton county wants to raise money enough | 
to grade a railroad from Alpharetta to Bilack- 
well’s station on the Marietta and North Geor- 
gia railroad, a distance of sixteen miles. The 
Marietta and North Georgia Railway company 
propose to equip it if they will do the grading. 

The cost to the county of the last term of 
Marion superior court was $1,803.61, and 
Treasurer Donnan says there may be some 
scrips out which have not been registered. 
The revenue from taxes even with the in- 
crease assessment, is only about $2,500, and at 
that rate of expenditure it will take the county 
a long time to get out of debt. 

Henry Gregory, of Colquitt county, while 
on his way to Albany a few days ago acci- 
dentally shot himself in the left knee. Dr. 
Hillman, of Albany, removed the ball. 
Daniel Johnson, while loading his gun, acci- 
dentally shot himself, the ball entering just 
above the left knee and passing upwards about 
twelve inches, lodging near the hip joint on 
the outer side. Dr. T. J. Hammond was sum- 
moned at once and removed the ball. 


A few days ago little Alice Halliday, niece 
of Mr. D. C. Hill, in Wilkes county, was at 
the latter’s gin house playing about, when her 
clothes were canghtin the shafting and she 
was whiled around and considerably bruised. 
Her “wae pe position was discovered imme- 
diasely and the machinery stopped or else the 
accident might have proved fatal. Her inju- 
ries were painful but not serious. 

Near Powder Springs, while in the field 
with his family picking cotton, the house of 
Charles Broadenax, colored, was broken open 
by some unknown party, and several articles 
of clothing and twenty-five dollars in. money 
were stolen. On the following night Mr. Mort 
Anderson’s mule was taken from the stable by 
some one, and has not been heard of since. 
The. public opinion is that the thief breaking 
open the house stole the mule, asno trace of 
either can be started. 

Little Miss Leberta Miller, of Franklin, is a 
little Hiterary prodigy. Sheis two years old, 
can talk quite plainly, knows all the letters of 
the siphabet, and can readily spell and pro- 
nounce monosyllables. She has known most 
of the letters since she was eighteen months 
old. But the strangest thing is, when and 
how she learned them. In March she was pre- 
sented some alphabet blocks among other play- 
things.

Judge Newman, on the contrary, 
slaps on not only a fine but along term of im- 
prisonment as well, and if the fine is evaded 
by false swearing, the imprisonment is inflicted 
allthesame.

An Accidental Killing Takes

AN OBJECT LESSON IN SHOOTING

A Young Man Satisfles

Krnaston,JGa., December 1.— [Special.]—A 
most distressing unintentional killing occurred 
at Captain A. F. Woolley’s residence, two 
anda half miles from town, last night.

Atianta and Her Railroads. 

It is sometimes suggested that Atlanta 
already has her share of railroads, and that 
new ones would be superfluous. 

These views are altogether erroneous, and 
this will appear from a glance at a few sug- 
gestive facts and figures. 

Georgia has 58,980 square miles of terri- 
tory. The entire length of her railroads in 
this vast space is 3,025 miles. The five 
New England states, not including Maine, 
which is a rocky and barren waste, have in 
the aggregate only 32,111 square miles of 
territory, a little more than half as much as 
fs contained in Georgia. Yet these states 
have.5.209 miles of railroad, or more than 
three times as much as Georgia has to the 
square mile, and siill the people there are 
building more railroads. 

Ohio has only 40,700 square miles of ter- 
ritory, or about two thirds as much as Geor- 
gia, but she contains 9,246 miles of rail- 
roads, and she is going to build twice as 
much more. Indiana has only 35,910 square 
miles. and contains 5,641 miles of railroad, 
and is building more. 

It would be casy to go on and show a 
dozen or more states with more miles of 
gailroad to the square mile than Georgia 
has. It could also be shown that the 
wealth and population of those states keep 
pace with their railroads. 

Take the one city of Indianapolis. It has 
fifteen trunk lines centering there. The 
sity of Columbus, Ohio, has fourteen trunk 
lines, and each of these cities seems to grow 
and prosper in proportion to the number of 
its transportation lines, although these cities 
are environed by such places as Louisville, 
Cincinnati, Cleveland, Toledo, Chicago and 
Bt. Louis. 

Atlanta, the capital of Georgia, an indus- 
trial and commercial center of the south, 
has only seven trunk lines of railroad. 
Several of her competing cities in and out- 
side of Georgia rival her, and will soon be 
ahead in the number of their railroads. Is 
it not time for usto branch outina new 
direction? And what direction is better 
than the reute leading to Selma?

The Augusta Evening News says of the 
probability of the question coming before 
the conference, that *‘Dr. Kelly will hardly 
submit to be condemned without a hearing, 
and in the summary way in which the Ala- 
bama conference proposes to condemn him. 
If the question of Dr. Kelly’s right to 
say what he did with regard to the Emma 
Abbott incident gets into the general con- 
ference, a very lively discussion may be pro- 
voked, not only with regard to the influ- 
ence which the theater exerts upon society, 
but also whether members of the Methodist 
church ought not to be @strongly advised 
against patronizing the theater.”’

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Congress Must Protect. the Treasury. 

One of the most important issues which 
the coming congress will have befére it is 
that of settling the pension question. 

This oceupied much of the time of the 


last session, and but for the opportune veto | 


of the president, the government would now 
be paying millions of dollars. more than it 
now does to an immense class of stipendiary 
citizens. ‘That the government should pen- 
sion those of its soldiers who were disabled 
in service and whose infirmities are attribu- 
table to the wounds or exposure of war, is 
eminently rightand proper. Indiscriminate 
pensioning beyond this is an injustice to 
every tax-payer in the country. 

There is no earthly reason why the people 
should be taxed to pay a pension to every 
soldier who served during any of the wars 
of the Union, unless by injury or misfortune 
brought about by service, pensioning is de- 
served and needed. To give an idea of the 
general distribution of the beneficiaries of 
the government’s pensions, the public prints 
only a few days ago noted the fact that Hon. 
W. H. Morrison, of Illinois, had written a 
letter to the pension department, yielding 
his annual stipend as a pensioner. Now, 
Colonel Morrison was a faithful soldier, and 
like thousands of others, is on the pension 
list of the country, though neither poor nor 
infirm. He very properly refuses to accept 
a pension. 

Instead of increasing the immense appro- 
priation for the purpose, the government 
should have the pension list carefully re- 
vised and only pay those who are really in 
need of assistance. This tribute should be 
extended to deserving soldiers and to the 
needy widows and orphans of those who 
were disabled or lost their life in the service 
of the government. Beyond this it is the 
part of the statesman to see that there shall 
be no waste of the public fund, and to this 
end congress should give its attention. 

Foraker and Fairchild and other loud- 
mouthed demagogues will try to frighten 
congress by an exhibit of the vote which 
they claim is back of them, to put its hand 
in the national treasury and make a monster 
pension grab. They were successful with 
the last congress, but the president inter- 
posed and vetoed the bill. For this act he 
has won the increased confidence of the peo- 
ple and has strengthened himself in the es- 
timation of the public. 

The rank and file of the grand army 
shou!d not allow their organization to be used 
as the tool of aspiring politicians, and the 
attempt to do so should be rebuked.

The items of donations, restitu- 
tions and extraordinary expenditures in France sink 
twenty millions below our peusion lst. All the 
pensions of Austria are but $7,000,000, or one-ninth 
of America’s, Ali the pensions of Germany are but 
$10,000,0.0, or less than one-+ixth. The expense of 
the Ce-man army, of which we prate contiaually, 
goes but twenty millo.s, or one-quarter above our 
pensions, The Grand Army of the Kepublic, through 
& nearly UnaRunoUs Vote, put itself on record as en- 
tirely dissatisfied with pension payments, which in 
1586 rose to $63,000.00. The complainants aré dis- 
pieased thatthe pension bureau, which is now a 
larger administration than appertained tothe whole 
uetion before the war, should not spread through 
every gOvermment building in Washington, and 
displace all other functions. Like the woes of an 
o’eriond mother, the generosity of the American 
governpment promises to return in the plaguing oJ 
its spoilt chikiren.”’

A Relic of Slavery Days, 
From the St. Louis Globe Democrat. 

A very remarkable case of miscegenation 
came to light yesterday morning when Mrs. Camille 
Beckman presented herself at Prosecuting Attorney 
Claiborne’s o Tice, and, after scanniug the faces of 
the numerous witnesses present who were de- 
manding fees, remarked: 

“Tz zee gentleman shereaf in ze room?”’ 

There was a look of surprise and consternation 
placarded on every face, as the face from which the 
voice was uttered was black—very black; so black, 
in fact, that there was no mistake about the speaker 
being a descendant of Ham. Thinking the woman 
was attempting a facetious role, Clerk Fitzgerald, in 
deep basso-profundo tones, asked what she 
wanted, 

“Ze warreent for ze arreezt off my husband. He 
deseert me, and now he marries annudaire 
ladies.’’ 

“Can't you -peak'plain’English,”’}demanded Clerk 
Fitzgerald, still thinking that the woman was 
joking, with her broken French, 

“Quite well, ze think.” 

“What is your name?” 

“Camille Beckman,’’: 

“Where do you live?’ 

“Montrea’, in ze Canada,”* 

“What do you want?” 

“Ze wareeent.”’ 

“Who for?’ 

“Casper Beckman.” 

‘Is he a colored man?” 

“No, zaire; he is ze white man. He is ze Ger- 
main,”’ 

The woman then said that she had been married 
to her husband in 1871 by Justice Lawrence on Vine 
street, and had been desertei by the German three 
years afterward, She returned to her home in Mont- 
real, ae the consent of the husband, and after 
awhile Her husband stopped sending her mouey. 
Then she wrote Prosecuting Attorney Claiborne, 
whoinformed her that her husband had married 
again, and was living withrhis new wife at Seventh 
and Elm street, this city. 

“T want ze warreent vary queek,”’ she concluded, 
“az be zee me and zay he go by ze Ezest Zeint 
Looees,”’ 

She was sent up-Stairs to Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney Dierkes’s office, where she was givena 
warrant charging her husband with abandonment 
instead of bigamy. The warrant was immediately 
placed in the sheriff's hands, and, with a deputy 
sheriff, he started out to find the recreant husband 
before he reached East St. Louis. 

There is a peculiar phase in the case, as misce- 
genation in Missouri was controlled by the slave 
laws of the state up to 1879, when there was an 
amendment added to the statute which made such 
intermarriages felonious, defining the limit to one- 
eighth cross blood, black or white. The old slave 
laws were eyen doubly severe previous to 1879, and 
the marriage of Casper Beckman,German, to Camille 
MeGibbon, colored, in 1871 by Justice of the Peace 
Lawrence was illegal. Camille McGibbon, not hand- 
some on accountof her color and features, is an ed- 
ucated woman, raised in good Frenth families of 
Canada. While she, her husband and the justice of 
the peace who married them were, at the time, all 
guilty of penitentiary offenses, the couple lived,as she 
alleges, for several years very happily together, and 
when she visited Canada, by his permission, as she 
alleges, he continued to semd her money. When the 
money ceased she thought something was wrong, 
hence this letter to Mr. Claiborne, who answered it 
at the time, as he says, and gave her such informa- 
tion as he cou!d in the premises, She waited, but 
nothing came of waiting, soshe came here. Beck- 
man was arrested later in the evening, 


Fireproof Curtains in Theaters, 
From the Boston Transcript. 

Under the statutes the district police are or. 
dered to require that a fireproof curtain be placed in 
every theater in the commonwealth outside of Bos- 
ton, the theaters in this city befng controlled by 
special restrictions. A few months ago Chief Wade 
had an asbestos curtain for this purpose brought to 
his attention, and after a careful examination of its 
merits he has adopted it as the curtain to be used in 
Massachusetts theaters. The new curtain is an odd 
looking affair, being of white cloth, which looks 
like canvas many times whitewashed, The fibers 
in the cloth ie long. fine, fexible and easily sep- 
arable by th® fingers. They resemble flax. Pieces 
used in the making of curtains ordered under Chief 
Wade’s direction were thrown into a furnace in 
which there was most intense heat, and when taken 
out were notin the slightest degree affected. The 
material costs about $1.00a yard. The curtain is set 
on to an iron frame, and not only fills the prosce- 
nium but also overlaps the proscenium walls four 
feet. The curtain is set into an iron frame so as to 
withstand the force of draughts. It does not roll 
up, but goesupin three folds. There isa strip of 
metal across it two-thirds of the way down from the 
top, and the hoisting ropes are fastened to this, so 
that the hoisting and lowering of the curtain isa 
very simple matter, and need not occupy more than 
three or four seconds. The lowering of it can be 
attended to from the prompter’s position. The cur- 
tain may be painted and used as a drop curtain, but 
in most cases it will probably not be used. It has 
the advantage of being comparatively inexpensive, 
but the police have not considered this point so 
much as its property of absolutely withstanding fire. 
It is hoped by the authorities that its adoption, 
when its value is thoroughly understood, will estab- 
lish confidence On the part of the public, and thus 
serve to aveit panies, A curtain has bcen hung in 
the Chelsea Academy of Music and will soon be 
publicly exhibited. The district police have no 
jurisiiction in Boston, but the authorities hope that 
the innovation will be so appreciated thronghout 
the state that public opinion will force its adoption 
in this city also.

Douglas Pyne’s Fort*ess. | 

Lonpony November 24.—A. friend of mine 
now in Ireland, sends a whimsical account of a visit 
he paid the other day to a castle near the Black- 
water, in which a mutual acquaintaince, Douglas 
Pyne, now resists the service of a writ, Lispinny 
Castle consists ofa sinile tower or kecp, about ninety 
feet high, dsting from Sir Walter Ralcigh’s time, 
and surrounded by a Jarce farmyard. it has only 
one narrow door at the bottom, and a small window 
near the top on the same side.

The only diffi- 
culty was the cold, but he had stuffed the loopho'es 
with hay, and when a stove was lighted he was 
quite comfortable, barring the fact that the stove- 
pipe was too short and filled the top of the chamber 
with smoke. He has plenty of whisky and tobacco, 
and canned meats «enough to ja-t till spring. When 
deputat‘ois¢ »me‘o visit him he lowers himself 
down on the outside in an arm-chair,; suspended 
from a windlass, to about 15 feet from the ground, 
where he listens to their speeches and replies, He 
confidedto my friend that it was impossible he 
could be captured, because, even if the police effeet- 
ed an entrance, he had secret means of exit. The 
interview was ended by Pyne lowering a bottle and 
a tumbler by a long cord, and his visitor pledged his 
health and success in good Irish whisky. Nothing 
could show better the saddened seriousness of the 
situation in latter-day Ireland thanthe fact that 
this comical episode awakens no smile anywhere. 


The Price of Panama Canal Securities. 
From the London Economist, Noy. 17th. 

The Panama company has again occupied 
considerable attention during the week. The letter 
of M. V. DeLessers (Victor, a director, and not M. F. 
DeLesseps), to which the commencement of the fall 
was attributed, was subsequently declared to bea 
forgery, but 1t had remained for four days uncontra- 
dicted. It was first published in an evening paper 
of Monday, the 7th, while the contradiction only 
appeared on the following Thursday evening. 
Shares have nevertheless continued to decline, and 
on Monday last descended for a moment as low as 
2:3 frances 75 centimes, or nearly 70 francs lower 
than their making up price at the prevous fort- 
nightly settlement. All the groups of Panama 
bonds dropped heavily, the more recent issues 
suflering most. The 1,0C0-frane three per cent 
bonds, issued lest year at 459 frarfks, fell to 360 francs, 
and the second series of the same type, recently 
created at 440 frances, to 575 frances. 

On Tuesday, the day preceding the fortnightly 
settlement, appeared M. F. DeLesseps’s letter to the 
minist«r of finance, containing explanations of the 
situation of the company, as a preamble to a re- 
newal of his former demand for anthorization to 
issue a lottery loan for the 565,(0),000 franes that 
will be required down to 1890, and eventually fora 
further sum for an optional c mnversion of the old 
loans. This demand will, no doubt, cause consider- 
able embarrassment tothe government, which will 
be place im the alternative of abandoning to its 
fate a work in which national amour propre and 
900,000,000 of French money are engaged, or of as- 
suming a moral responsibility of causing a further 
sum of nearly 600,000,C00 of French savings to be 
invested in an undertaking, the ultimate success of 
which is still uncertain.

Those who agitate for the change 
say that the dishonest farmer specu’a‘esin ecgs by 
salting, mealing or holding them for an advance in 
price and then fraudulently sells them as fresh-laid 
to the buyers or shippers, The latter acatn retain 
them for a time, short or long. as it may be, before 
passing them along to the receiver in the east, who 
again retains them subject to an advantage us sale. 
The jobber coming next on the list, in order to make 
a greater profit than is legitimate, will buy these 
now stale eggs and mix them with more honestly- 
handled eggs, and in that shape they may reach the 
consumer through the retailer. Naturally this man- 
ner o! sell'ng eggs reacts on and discourages the 
honest producer in the fact that the consumption of 
his prcducts are becoming more and more restricted 
as this system of egg-manipulation is growing better 
known to the public. The honest producer and the 
consumer are the real victims of this questionabie 
practice. It is argued, therefore, that the prosperity 
of the trade depends upon substituting the weight 
of twenty-four ounces for ten eggs asa standard of 
quality of value, instead of dealifg by mere count, 
asat present. In: this way the consumer could 
judge for himself the quality and value of a pur- 
chase, and this fact will encourage him to buy 
freely. Birds’ and guinea hens’ eggs will, when 
sold by actual weight, become mere curiosities in 
the market, instead of being, as now, sold as food,

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A WAREHOUSE ON FIRE.’ 


An Early Morning Blaze in the Center of 
the City. ; 

The large brick warehouse, known variously 
as the Cunningham block and the Anvil block, 
but noted more particularly as containing the 
barracks of the Salvation Army, came near 
being destroyed by fire early this morning.

There was a good deal of excitementin the 
vicinity of the fire because of the report that 
one end of the building was filled with cotton 
and also use of the close proximity of 
Maddox & Rucker’s Alabama street ware- 
house ; but the fire was small despite the hea 
volumes of smoke that issued from all parts 
the building. The samege will not be heavy. 
The fire had doubtless been burning a long 
time.

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WHAT WILL BE DONE WITH IT? 


The Council and the License Question—A Va- 
riety of Opinions, 

“What will the council do?” is the question 
discussed on all sides. For the liquor men are 
not the only ones interested. 

Everybody seems anxious to know how high 
a license the council will assess liquor dealers ; 
whether there will be restriction to certain 
limits; who will run the saloons; where they 
will be run: when they will be opened—and so 
forth and so on througl several chapters. 

There are plenty of people to ask questions, 
bat none to answer them. 

For nobody knows the exact standing of the 
counci!, and predictions concerning the resud 
are useless. 

In the ialk about the streets, $1,000 has the 
tall as the proper figure for the license. <A va- 
riety of Opmions are expressed, however, and 
while some anti-prohibitionists and prospec- 
tive saloon keepers think a $500 license is as 
big asa house, others think that $2,500 is 
none too big. It’s a sort of pay-your-money- 
and-take-your-choice game so far. <A $2,500 
license has some followers, $2,000 has more, 
$1,500 a great many, $1,000 a very great many, 
$900 sone, $800 some, $700jsome,$650, $600 and 
$500 a good many. Itis a significant fact that 
nobody thinks of goingSbelow $500, the old 
figure. 

The council has a prohibition majority and 
that fact seems to argue. for high license. 
While there are some of the prohibitionists 
who seem disposed to stand aloof and leave 
everything to the antis, there are others—and 
they are the more prominent ones—who stand 
ready to do all they can to enforce the law un- 
der the changed order of things. A talk with 
the different members of the council shows 
that the majority of the members of that 
body favor a license of from $1,000 to $2,000. 
with the weight of opinion rather in favor of 
$1,500. <A prediction that.the license would 
be fixed at not less than $1,000 nor more than 
$1,500 could not be far out of the way. 

All favor restriction. 

What do they mean by that? The term has 
@ variety of meanings in this connection. All 
agree thatthere should be the strictest pro- 
visions against selling to minors; against sell- 
ing to drunkards and men under the influence 
of liquor; and against selling adulterated li- 
quors. The saloons should be made to close 
not later than midnight; they should not be 
allowed to have screens in front of their win- 
dows and doors. 

There is a diversity of opinion as to whether 
they should be contined to certain limits, but 
all seem to be agreed that the residence por- 
tions of the city shall be free from them. This 
is left to the council and mayor to decide, and 
the may or has already expressed his determi- 
Ration lo oppose granting licenses to persons 
who desire to run places in residence portions 
of the city, and to veto such licenses if issued. 

The action of the council will be awaited 
With interest. 

There is still considerable activity in real 
estate circles, but so far as could ve learned no 
big deals were made yesterday. Storerooms 
Suiiable for saloons are in big’ demand.

HE WAS ACQUITTED. 


Patrolman Smith Arraigned Before the Po- 
lice Board and Set Straight. 

Patrolman Smith, who was arraigned before 
Judge Landrum on Wednesday upon @ war 
rant charging him with shooting at young 
Harwell; and was bound over to the superior 
court in the sum of $500. was arraigned before 
the board of police commissioners last night, 
charged with violating rules governing the 

police force, and shooting at a person not in 
self-defense. 

The patrolman was acquitted. When ar- 
raigned before Judge Landrum Patrolman 
Smith introduced no evidence. The evidence 
for the prosecution was against him and the 
bond was required, but before the board last 
night he introduced enough evidence to secure 
his acquittal. When the case was called only 
Mayor Cooper and Commissioners Martin and 
Brotherton were presens. Colonel Reuben 
Arnold appeared for the prosecution, and 
throughout the trial young Harwell’s father 
sat beside the attorney. Mr. T. F. Corrigan 
appeared for Patrolman Smith. 

‘Young Harwell was first introduced and 
swore that Patrolman Smith fired two shots at 
him while attempting to arrest him on October 
15th last. His testimony was the same as was 
‘presented in yesterday's CoNnsTITUTION. Bub 

ranklin,!who was present when the arrest was 
accomplished, swore to the same facts and was 
very positive in his identification of Patrol- 
man Smith as the officer who did the shooting. 
He exhibited upon a map of the locality drawn 
by the senior Harwell the position of all the 

arties. The defense after questioning Frank- 
in closed by asking: 

**Have you ever been in the chaingang ?”’ 

‘Yes, but I don’t see that that has anything 
to do with the case,’’ he answered. 

Two other witnesses for the prosecution 
stated that they believed Patrohnan Smith 
was the man, but they were not absolutely cer- 
tain of it.

Colonel Arnold tried to induce Sergeant 
White to change his testimony so as to put 
him (the sergeant) in the senior Harwell’s 
place as to the proposition, but withott suc- 
cess. Other witnesses stated that Smith had 
not fired the shots. The attorneys both ad- 
dressed the board, and then the board dismissed 
the case against the patro]man.

By 8 o'clock the crowd had increased to 
abont twenty, and, since nobody seemed 'to 
know what to do, Easley Smith went. upon 
the udge’s stand and said: 

§ there does not soem to be any ene here 
to-call the meeting to order and» ag there 8p- 
eo to be some misunderstanding about it, I

the object of the agers tag The hand bills 
say that all colored people in favor of prohibi- 
tion are asked to assemble here in mass meet- 
ing, but do not say what we aro todo afier 
coming her>. [* We'd better go home,” said a 
man in the audicnce.] My idea is that there 

is no question before us just now. I thought 
the prohibition matter was settled. But if you 
are going to do anything, I trust you won’t do 
anything rash. You should move carefully. 
Don’t rush into any foolish business. What- 
ever you do, do it moderately and cautiously. 
I see that Mr. Wimbish, the president of ail 
the colored clubs, isin the hall and I will re- 
quest him to give us some information - about 
the meeting.” 

Wimbish rose and said that evidently there 
must be some mistake about the meeting, as 
so few were present and nobody seemed to 
know anything definite about it. Thecall was 
signed ‘‘by order of the committee,’’ but so far 
as he knew he could not say by what 
committee the call had been issued. 
He thought it would be a good idea to adjourn 
and meet Friday night in the rooms of the 
Young Men’s *Prohibition Sclub, if the hall 
could be obtained. 

One of the men suggested that it would be 
better not to confine the meeting to prohibi- 
tionists if it was expected to have anybody 
there, but to open it to both parties, so that 
the colored men could meet together and con- 
sult about their interests. 

This suggestion did not meet with favor, 
and the meeting broke up without taking 
definite action. The meeting was wholiy de- 
void of enthusiasm and was rather funereal.

The Fatal Result of a Domestic Quarrel in 
South Carolina. 

CoLtumst, 8S. C., December 1.—[Special.]— 
A shocking domestic tragedy was enacted to- 
day in Darlington county. Fred Edwards, a 
farmer, was punishing one of his children fora 
trival offense when his wife remonstrated in 
the child’s behalf. A quarrel ensued and Ed- 
wards knocked his wife down and beat and 
choked her unmercifully. While doing so his 
son John, aged about eighteen years, inter- 
fered and begged his father to desist.

The Big Building Which This Firm Will 
Occupy Next Year, 

On the ist day of January, 1888, Messrs.

the late Charnell Hightower. The cemmittee 
consisted of Messrs. D. Tye, W.J. Albert and 
W T. Turnbull.

Detective Couch was present at the inquest 
and when Mr. Hightower, the dead boy’s 
brother, repeated the statement his brother 
had made before dying, the detective realized 
that it would be hard, in the first place, to 
find the crowd of negroes the young man had 
encountered and still harder to ascertain which 
one of the gang had struck the blow. He be- 
gan working {the case, however, and dnrring 
tlie day ascertained from Patrolman ‘Lyman 
thata party of negroes had been on his beat, 
Dectur and Ivy streets, on Saturday night, 
absut ten o’clock, a short time, according to 
the dead man’s statement, before the fatal 
blow was struck. The detective acquainted 
the patrolman with 

THE WORK HE HAD IN HAND, 

and requested his aid in trying to spot some 
member of the gang. On Wednesday night 
when the Young Men’s Prohibition club 
passed resolutions offering a reward of $500 
for the arrest of Mr. Hightower’s slayer, De- 
tective Couch was at police headquarters, and 
remarked: . 

‘I'll bet dollars to cents the man who threw 
that stone is caught. That reward will make 
some one in. the gang squeal.”’ 

He walked out of the city prison and began 
working with renewed energy. What he did 
no one knows, but before he retired that night 
he had obtained aclue. The clue was aslight 
one, but he followed it through. It had been 
given him by Patrolman Lyman, and was to 
the effect that the crowd of negroes who were 
on his beat Saturday night had passed down 
Ivay street moving north. On Thursday morn- 
ing he went from house to house along Ivay 
street, asking those who responded to his call if 

A CROWD OF NOISY NEGROES 
had been heard passing Saturday night. The 
work was slow and in nearly every place ex- 
tremely discouraging, but occasionally some 
one managed to recall a noise on some night, 
but no one was positive as to the night. While 
the detective was engaged on his slow trail, 
Patrolman Lynam, who wason patrol duty, 
ascertained the name of anegro who was in 
the crowd, ahd at once repaired to police head- 
quarters to report the facts. There he en- 
countered Detective Couch, and in the pres- 
ence of the chief, to whom the communication 
was really made, related what he had heard, 
and at the same time relieved his mind of sus- 
picious thoughts. The patrolman’s suspicions 
were plausible, so much so that the chief is- 
sued orders to the entire force instructing an 
execution. Only Patrolman Lynam knows 
why he mentionea Elbert Ware’s name as 
the name of the man he suspected as the guilt 
party. Detective Couch took up the patrol- 
inan’s suggestion, and in a short time ascer- 
tained that 
WARE WAS IN HIDING 
near the corner of Harris and Calhoun street. 
The locality only strengthened the detective’s 
suspicion, as Ware could only reach it by pass- 
ing along Ivy street. In ashort time the dec- 
tective ascertained that Ware had been hiding 
out constantly since Sunday morning, and also 
learned the games of two or three persons who 
were in the crowd Saturday night. Ware’s 
hiding place, however, was hard to find, but 
about dark Couch succeeded in locating him in 
abasement near the brewery. There were 
several negroes in the room, and the detective 
deemed it safest to call Ware out. He man- 
aged to doso ina very adroit manner, and as 
he stepped out the door he found himself look- - 
ing into the muzzie of an ugly pistol. 

‘“}lold up your hands, Ware,’’ said the de- 
tectire. 

The negro flinched the least bit, and fearing 
that he would attempt to dart back inte the 
basement, Couch said: 

‘“‘Move a step and I’ll kill you. Now up 
with your hands, and up with them quick.” 
Slowly Ware raised both hands until they 
were high above his head. Just thena 
NEGRO WOMAN APPEARED AT THE DOOR 
through which Warecameout. Realizing that 
a crowd of Ware’s friends was then the most 
undesirable thing in the world, the detective 
called out: 

‘*Back there, or this gun might go off!”’ 
Then addressing Ware, he said: 

‘‘Now, Ware, move towardsthe road. Keep 
your hands up as you go, and remember, if you 


The prisoner moved slowly away, with the 
detective close behind him. He continued to 
hold his hands above his head, and when they 
reached the sireet Conch said: ’ 
“That will de. Turn around.”’ 
The negro turned, facing the officer with the 
ugiy pistol still in his hand. 
_ “Now hold out your hand,”’ said the detect- 
ive. 
There was a click, click, elick. 
‘‘Now the other,’’ remarked the detective. 
Sullenly Ware put the other hand out. 
There was another click, elick, clhck, and the 
prisoner’s wrists were joined close together by 
a pair of heavy iron cuffs. 

ON THE WAY TO PRISON. 
“That will do,"’ remarked the detective, 
taking Ware by the arm. Then the two 
stepped off, and for more than a block nothing 
was said. Ware was the first to speak, and it 
wes: 
‘I didn’t do that shooting.”’ 
“What shooting?’ asked the ofticer. 
“Over there by the brewery,Saturday night.” 
“Well, 1 don’t want you ior any shooting,” 
remarked the detective. 
‘Then, what do you want me for?’’ asked 
the negro. 
“Oh, you'll know in plenty of time.” 
At the city prison Detective Couch turned 
Ware over to Patrolman Hudson, who was in 
charge. The patrolman searched him careful- 
lv, bat found only a knife. The prisoner sas 
then placed inacell. Soon after the arrest 
Chief Connolly reached the city prison, and 


the cell in which Ware was confined. At’a 

glance the chief recognized
